Are Only Catspaws. 
Charges that the K Klux Klan, the 
National Reform association and the 
Ohio Council of Churches 
had been 
made “ catspaws” for interests more 
concerned 
with 
profits 
than 
with 
prophets, were being made. 
The trail was hared 
when it be­ 
came known Wednesday 
that several 
hock publishing concerns are 011 the 
ground with arguments in favor of the 
bill that they have made preparations 
to cash in on the book business that 
might he opened up if it becomes a 
law. 


The preparations they have made in­ 
dicate these publishers were .not sur- 
srises by the appearance of the meas­ 
ure. 
Books designed to take advant­ 
age of a mandatory Bible reading law 
have been issued 
by several 
of the 
larger school book publishing compan­ 
ies, and some of them have been of 
fered to the state department of edu­ 
cation for consideration. 
W hile several of these are not such 
■as to be useful 
under the 
proposed 
Ohio statute others obviously are de 
•signed to he of value only in a state 
vhere such a law is in force. 
None has received approval of the 
Ohio department 
of 
education hut 
several hava been received by it and 
filed tber?\ 


Among th-»se are hooks issued by 
the McMillan Co., and Sanborn &. Co., 
both text book publishers, copies of 
which have been offered to the state 
department since the Bible bill was 
introduced. 


Blocked by the Rules Committee of 
the Ohio Senate, which has refused to 
advance the Buchanan Bible reading 
bill to the preferential 
calendar, Ku 
Klux Klansmen gathered forces W ed­ 
nesday for a desperate attack on the 
floor of the senate today. 
It is realized now by the Klan that 
the only hope is an open attack. 
Republican members who were de­ 
sirous a few days ago of placing the 
hill before Governor A. V. Donahey, 
have concluded that he would veto it 
and that the discredit would fall upon 
the Ohio General Assembly. 
For this reason 
the decision 
has 


been reached to hold the bill in the 
Rules committee as a party policy. 
The Bible bill never has had more 
than three votes out of a committee of 
eight. 
To suspend the rules and take 
It up out of order requires 24 votes 
out of 35. 


Klan Beaten, Is Belief. 
Opponents were jubilant 
Wednes­ 
day night asserting that Klan forces 
cannot command voi as necessary and 
said the bill is grappled in a death 
embrace.

Rural Ohio can’t claim complete su 
periority over the cities in freedom 
from disease, a study of health de­ 
partment figures for Ohio during 1923 
and 1924 discloses. 


Records of 24 diseases reported to 
i he Ohio department of health 
show 
that in both 1923 and 1924 rural Ohio 
had a higher morbidity rate than urban 
Ohio in 7 of the 24 diseases. 
In addi­ 
tion morbidity rate was higher in five 
other diseases during one of the two 
years, according to this study made 
by Phillip G. Beck, graduate student, 
working with C 
E. Lively, professor 
| of rural sociology 
at the Ohio 
State 
i university.

downtown 


p rop erty in the city of Colu mbu s. 
The decision of the su p reme cou rt 
is considered by attorney s as one of 


the most imp ortant decisions affect­ 
ing real estate in 
a generation. 
It 
is declared to he the last link in 
a 


long chain of cou rt 
decisions 
and 


statu tes p u tting p erp etu al leases on 
the 
same 
basis 
with 
fee 
simp le 
estates. 


At common law, leases were con­ 
sidered chattels or p ersonal p rop er­ 


ty , not su bject to 
dower interests. 
The decision is said to u p set form er 
cou rt decisions 
which 
held 
th at 


definite leaseholds are 
chattels not 
su bject to dower estates. 


Gradu ally , u nder Ohio 
law, 
p er­ 


manent leaseholds hav e 
been giv en 
the ch aracter of real p rop erty . 
One 


section holds that p erm anent lease­ 
holds, renewable forev er, 
shall 
he 
su bject to th e same law of 
descent 
as estates in fee. 


By another act the 
owner of 
a 


leasehold was 
considered 
the real 
owner 
in 
m atters 
of 
assesment. 
Nex t, it was p rov ided 
that 
p erm a­ 


nent leaseholds cou ld 
be 
ex ecu ted 
and conv ey ed only as real p rop erty , 


bv 
written instru ment, 
du ly 
a ck ­ 
nowledged and du lv recorded. 


In the nex t step , leaseholds 
were 
tax ed as real p rop erty in the name 
of the lessee, and not in the name of 


the owner of the fee. 
Again, lease­ 
holds were made su bject to lev y , 


ex ecu tion and sale, the same as real 
p rop erty . 
Perm anent 
leaseholds 


were, therefore, gradu ally made in­ 


heritable, tra nsfe ra b le , tax able, a s ­ 
sessable and sold on ex ecu tion the 
same as real p rop erty . 


The decision y esterday is 
said to 
forge the last link by holding su ch 


p erp etu al leaseholds are su bject to a 
widow or widower’s dower, the same 
a s simp le estates. 


By v irtu e of the cou rt’s 
decision, 


Mrs. Ralston gets $9 ,68 5.58 as 
her 
dower interest in the 
leasehold 
in 


qu estion, which had been sold with 


her consent by the p robate cou rt for 
$49 ,000 and interest, 
which 
brings 
the total of her award to $11,076. 


The p robate cou rt, when her right 
to a dower interest in the p roceeds 


from the sale of the lease was qu es­ 
tioned by the Ralston Steel Car Co., 
held that she wn* 
entitled 
to 
her 


dower interest. 
The common 
p leas 


cou rt rev ersed and held that she was 
not entitled 
to her dower in 
the 


leasehold. 
The cou rt of ap p eals re ­ 
v ersed the common p leas cou rt 
and 


affirmed the p robate cou rt.

p reme cou rt now affirms the cou rt of 
ap p eals and the p robate cou rt.
